J. Lo effel, chairm an o f 
the anim al husbandry departm ent 
o f the U niversity o f N ebraska, 
disagrees With D ewey’s o pinio n 
w hich the New Yo rk go verno r 
gave 
a t 
the 
annual 
go verno rs 
m eeting at Co lumbus. O. 
Upo n reading Dewey’s theo ry 
th at the natio n m ust stretch its 
grain cro ps to th e last o unce by 
feeding them directly to peo ple 
instead o f to livesto ck, Lo effel 
to o k issue w ith the New Yo rker. 
He said th ere is no disputing, 
ho w ever, the fact th at the fo o d j 
supply is critical and th a t less j 
stress pro bably w ill be placed o n | 
livesto ck pro ductio n. 
\ 
“B ut to elim inate livesto ck pro - j 
ductio n co m pletely and to go o n 
an Asiatic grain diet w o uld be 
co ntrary to th e best interests and 
the 
mo st efficient use o f o ur 
A m erican reso urces,” said Pro f. 
Lo effel. 
75% U. S. So il U ntillable. 
The N ebraskan called attentio n 
to the fact th a t 75 per cent o f the 
area in the U nited States is un­ 
tillable. This includes m o untains, 
fo rests, deserts and swam ps. Much 
o f this land, said Lo effel, is so far 
rem o ved fro m the centers o f po p­ 
ulatio n th at it w o uld be w o rthless 
w itho ut livesto ck to graze it. 
It was po inted o ut th at two 
carlo ads o f fat lamljs co nsume 
three carlo ads o f hay and o ne o f 
grain. 
A carlo ad o f fat cattle 
represents tw o carlo ads o f hay 
and o ne o f grain. 
In the pro ductio n o f hum an 
fo o d, the livesto ck autho rity said 
th ere are m any by-pro ducts such 
as 
skim 
m ilk, 
whey, 
tankage, 
bran, sho rts, beet pulp and such 
w hich are w o rthless except as 
livesto ck feed. Livesto ck pro duc­ 
tio n, in additio n, helps keep the 
so il fertility in a state o f equili­ 
brium . 
M eat ‘Valuable* Fo o d. 
Lo effel also said th at fo r mo re 
than 20 years, the livesto ck in­ 
dustry 
has 
been 
struggling to 
o verco me the handicap o f “m eat­ 
less days” and the m eat co n­ 
servatio n “pro paganda” o f W o rld 
W ar I. 
It w as just beginning 
to o verco me this handicap when 
the present war* began. 
The N ebraskan w ent o n to sho w 
th a t m eat is o ne o f the mo st 
valuable fo o ds in the Am erican 
dietary. 
He said this is best il­ 
lustrated by the high esteem in 
w hich it is held by m ilitary au­ 
tho rities. 
Then, 
he 
listed 
the 
m ilitary uses o f m eat and the 
im po rtant m eat pro ducts such as 
leather, wo o l, and pnarm aceutical 
preparatio ns 
such 
as 
insulin, 
adrenalin and surgical sutures. 


A ppro xim ately three and three- 
fo urths per cent o f the po lice

Perso ns 
who w ere arrested because o f no t 
having a driver’s license w ere dis­ 
missed in co urt if they co uld pro ­ 
duce at the trial a driver’s license 
dated previo us to the tim e o f 
arrest. In a few o ther cases fo r 
unu.sual cause charges w ere dis­ 
missed, as fo r exam ple in the case

gOM E NEBRASKANS may have tnought their 
eyes were playing tricks upon them. 
But there il was in black and white—the state's 
gain in gross income in a 12-monlh period was 
$307,000,000—an increase of 46.7 per cent in 1942 
over 1941—and an increase largely to be attributed 
to improved agriculture conditions. 
It would ap­ 
pear unheralded that in a single year of war Ne­ 
braska's gross income approached the peak of an 
all-time record just short of a billion dollars, or, 
$9 65,000,000. That was a jump from $658 .000,000 
for the preceding year. It shines the more brightly 
in contrast to the average gain of 21 per cent in 
the farm states. 
On the face of the figures, it is rather difficult 
to talk of self-denial, and hardship, and sacrific« 
ex cept in those instances where men have been 
called into the armed services, and individual 
homes have felt the touch of war itself. 
Most gratifying, indeed, is the marked im­ 
provement on Nebraska farms. In another similar 
period of post-war expansion, Nebraska farm in­ 
come reached its sky at slightly more than 600 
millions. 
That is approx imately the gross farm 
income estimated for 1942. 
With reports from 
many sections of the state reflecting an improve­ 
ment in crop conditions, and moisture supply for 
the time being ample, a second good year is in 
prospect, which should contribute its part towards 
W’iping cut the sting of a decade of drought.

W inkle's Victory 
TN A voluntary appearance on behalf of a client, 
for which he received no compensation, Wendell 
Willkie convinced the Supreme court of the United 
States that communism is no bar to citizenship. 
The court has spoken in a case coming before it 
from California, spoken in divided terms of a 
5 to 3 finding, it is true, and that's that. 
It may be good law. 
At least the high court 
says it is, and no layman should undertake to 
spank the Supreme court of the United States for 
a decision that does not fit in with the conceptions 
of a good many millions of people. 
The case itself had ancient roots. It dealt with 
the naturalization of a man who was the secre­ 
tary of a communist party for California, a man 
born in Russia, who became a naturalized citizen 
in 1927 during the reign of Calvin Coolidge. The 
majority opinion of the court said there had to 
be clear, unequivocal, and convincing evidence 
before a naturalization decree that had been ob­ 
tained could be set aside. That does not meet the is­ 
sue of communism squarely head-on. Likewise, the 
court did not pass upon whether the Californian 
was a believer and a member of an organization 
teaching disbelief In organized government. 
As a 
life saver for those who may look upon the decision 
with drooping spirits it should be recalled that 
the congress took care of this issue of communism 
in special legislation in 1940.

If you take 
any muscle of the body and put 
an electrode on it, as the muscle 
contracts there will be a change 
in electrical potential from one 
electrode to the other. 
The heart is a muscle and the 
mysterious box that is drawn up 
beside you when you are having 
an electrocardiogram taken con­ 
tains a very delicate galvanom­ 
eter string w'hich is so delicate 
that it it measures the slightest 
changes in potential when the 
heart muscle contracts. By throw­ 
ing a beam of light across this 
string during 
its 
deflection, a 
tracing on 
a 
revolving photo­ 
graphic film is made which is the 
electrocardiogram. 
If the heart muscle does not 
beat regularly, the tracing will 
show where the irregularity ex ­ 
ists. It will also show a block in 
the conduction of the heart mus­ 
cle if that ex ists 
It will also 
show many defects in the heart 
muscle. 
Assessing its value as a diag­ 
nostic agent in heart disease, we 
could get along without it, but it 
often gives confirmatory evidence 
of value.

and blast furnaces turn out huge quantities of raw material. It 
was not without a price, howev er. The British conceded ihe loss 
of 35 big bombers In the attack on Muelheim. The night before 
the British lost 44 bombers.
